There was received at the factory during the 
whole time, 82,118 lbs. of milk, being a daily 
average of 1045 lbs.; and 249 cheeses were 
made, averaging 33 lbs. each. Up to the 30th 
of August, 2023 lbs. of cheese had been dis- 
posed of, amounting to $324.64. $191.06 of 
this was cash received for cheese, and the rest 
was charged to patrons for cheese delivered to 
them. Althcugh the amount of milk manufac- 
tured was small, and the rate of manufacture 
in consequence high, yet the patrons will re- 
ceive a fair profit on their milk, probably about 
three cents per quart. The cheese is of most

The season here along the sea-board has been 
quite like Kennebec for absence of rain and 
short crops of all kinds except hay.

There hope of honor and wealth 
find its fruition, and while it remains as the 
dominant impulse in a man’s mind the man will 
cling to the noisy street and the swarming 
markets. But when the bodily powers have 
begun to fail and the mind to weary of combi- 
nations and labors; when visions of we: th and 
honor have lost their power te en! ice, and man 
begins to count the number of his probable re- 
maining years and beholds how few they are, 
then his thoughts turn toward the country and 
the heart yearns for the place of his birth. 

outh is vain and manh ostentatious, but 
age renews the modesty and the simplieity of 
earlier years. ‘I have gained,’’ said a man to 
me once, ‘‘a fair share of worldly honor and 
my wealth is abundant, but I have reached thot 
period of life at which they do not seem so val- 
ua“le as they once did nor do they satisfy, and 
Iam going back to the dear old spot mh I 
was born to get some quiet and peace before I 
die and be laid in the little graveyard where 
my nts sleep, when all is over.”’ 

**IT do not see,’’ said an old merchant to me 
once at a funeral, ‘“‘how people can bear to die 
and be buried in cities.”’ 

I know that this is only sentiment, but it is 
a sentiment so honorable and so accordant with 
the sweet philosophy of nature, that it seems 
to me as nutural as the longing of a child to 
see the face of its mother. We must remem- 
ber, too, that half the world are governed by 
sentiment, and that sentiment is often far wis- 
er than wisdom, and while I know it makes no 
difference where my body sleeps when I have 
left it, I neyertheless confess to a wish that it 
might be carried through the clear sunshine to 
its grave ard rest at last with nothing above it 
heavier than the grasses and the daisies. 

This movement of our population country- 
ward moreover is reinforced by large additions 
from that class who live in cities against their 
will. There sre many of us in middle life who 
stay in cities only from a sense of their duty. 
There is work to be done for man and God in 
, and some one must doit. We would 
not shirk our duty, nor desert the post where 
the Great Commander has stationed us, but we 
are like soldiers away from home; we wish the 
campaign was over. But althouch we stay to 
earn money for those we love and do the need- 
ed thing, still our hearts are not there. In it 
we are pent, constrained. The ear shrinks 
from its never ending noises and the eye trom 
its glarisg sights. Its tamalt cisturbs the 
mind and its wretchedness a 


in poor condition being over-ripe from long 
keeping since having been picked. The On-

[ anticipate the action of these tendencies in 
nature and society with happy confidence. The 
curse of poverty will be removed from agricul- 
ture, and the helds that are sterile and the 
damp levels that lie undrained under the con- 
trol of enterprise and wealth will become fer- 
tile and fruittul. You cannot develop a great 
and complex industry, requiring many agents 
and instruments, without the assistance of 
wealth. Money is needed, and money is pre- 
cisely the one thing the average New Knogland 
farmer bas lacked. He who is compelled to 
invest only for immediate results canvot invest 
wisely. An interval must elapse between the 
expenditure and the return, and this a poor 
men, with a family to suppert and heavy taxes 
to pay, cannot afford. ‘The country can never 
redeem itself. The cities must come to the 
rescue, and in the persons of those who in 
them have amassed wealth and obtained a wid- 
er knowledge of men and things than a seclud- 
ed life can give, introduce and inaugurate such 
new methods and economies as will give to ag- 
riculiure a higher and more attractive charac- 
ter and richer profits. 

I hold that it is nothing less than a duty for 
every man who has been so prospered in mer- 
cantile or professional life as t be able to as- 
sist in this undertaking, to join those who are 
already active in this direction. Every mer- 
chant in the city of Boston or in any city, who 
was born and bred in the country, owes some- 
thing to his native town. He should give 
something back before he dies to that place 
whence he derived the physical, mental and 
moral forces which have won for him his suc- 
cess in life. ‘The spot of his nativity has a sa 
cred claim upon him. He should become a 
teacher and helper to every boy now growing 
up in the place where he toiled when a boy. 
For what is wealth, for what is art, for what 
culture, for what all the appliances of civili- 
zation if not to elevate the many and dissemi- 
nate with a liberal hand on all sides the possi- 
bilities of wealth and the comforts that wealth 
can alune supply. The finest sentiment of 
Christianity is twin sister to this practical be- 
nevolence, and the two should fly forth over all 
the land like companion angels, doubling the 
fertility of every tield over which their white 
wings passed. Itis only by this method, so 
far as 1 can see, that in New England at least 
the industry which is mother w all other in- 
dustries can be kept alive. 

We cannot afford, gentlemen, to alllow agri- 
culture to pass into decadence. When the 
farming class shall be considered as an interior 
class we have revived the disastrous distinc- 
tions of the middle ages. It is because the 
New England Farmer has n.t been a serf or 

t that New England has become what 
she is. I doubt if a Republic could endure in 
any country where agriculture is not the prime 
industry. When wealth and culture and civic 
honors nave been divorced from the soil of the 
country the country itself will have sunk into 
lamentable debasement. For it cannot be de- 
nied that the forces that originated and se- 
cured tor us our free institutions came as di- 
rectly from the soil as the streams flow down 
from our native hills. The land holder in all 
civilizations has been a noble. A part of the 
country was his; his to love, to improve, to 
defend. Having rights himself he was easily 
educated to regard the rights of others. Be- 
ing a lord himself he could not become a slave. 
Calm of judgment, economic in expenditures, 
fervid in his patriotism, bringing to the discus- 
sion of every question the essence of all true 
scholarship, strong common sense, regarding 
civic position as a duty not as a sinecure, the 
early agriculturist of the country was, of all 
others, the very man to stake out the founda- 
tions of a temple, in which, when builded, 
liberty might gather and pour out her treas- 
ures upon all mankind. It is not on the farm 
that little childven are worked fourteen hours 
each day the year round, deprived of school 
and home influences. It is not on the farm 
that men learn to ‘‘corner’’ great interests and 
impoverish the many, that unprofitable wealth 
may beadded to the few. It is noton the farm 
that men learn how to manipulate caucuses, 
and then celebrate the success of their trickery 
with a supper at the city’s expense. Nor is it 
on the farm that a man acquires that hardened 
audacity to steal the money of the man whose 
guest he is, and then when the neighbors are 
aroused, go forth to the steps of the house and 
coolly detend his act as in perfect accordance 
with the Constitution and laws of the lund. 
No gentlemen, such could never have founded 
Massachusetts; nor can such men ever perpet- 
uate her honor. 

But I will detain you no longer, and yet I 
linger in closing as one whose pen has found 
congenial if not a familiar friend. Beyond the 
walls of this tent, looking over your heads and 
far away, | behold the hills and vales of New 
England. In those vales and under the shad- 
ow of those hills most of us were born. The 
roads along which we ran to school; the little 
stream where we learned to fish; the fences we 
helped te build; the fields where we were 
taught to toil; the dripping well where we ea- 
gerly quenched our thirst, all are there. We 
have changed, but they remain the same. Our 
faces fade, the rose withers from the cheek and 
the lustre deserts the eye, but nature seems 
immortal in her youth and renews her beauty 
with the coming of every spring. There is 
something soothing and sustaining in this per- 
manence of nature. Life isasa shadow and 
our eyes ache in watching it, so rapidly does it 
fiy, but the soil beneath our feet and the sky 
+ ate our heads, these pass not, but remain 
and abide as nourished and upheld by the hand 
of their Creator. 


I cannot, before I close, resist the inclination 
to put on record in this connection my strong 
protest — the conduct of certain people, 
who by slurs and inuendoes and misrepresenta- 
tions, seek to bring into popular disgrace 
the most delightful and elevating branch of 
American agricultare—the breeding and train- 
ing of Gee Eeseee. Such behavior is both dis- 
graceful to themselves, and, so far as it has 
any influence upon the public, hurtful to the 
best interests of the country. Asa branch of 
business, it represents an enormous amount of 
capital, as the national statistics show—ot 
capital, too, contributing actively, year b 
year, to the commercial prosperity of the land, 
and also and directly to the health and 
happiness of its inhabitants. From the set- 
tlement of the country, the horse has been in- 
timately and honorably associated with our so- 
cial and religious life, as he has also most + 
tentially contributed to the development of its 
tradeand commerce. Without the assistance of 
the noble animal these thoughtless people per- 
sist in associating with gamblers and jockeys,

Enough for me, if, when that crowded life 
which lives in cities, and to which I am now a 
teacher, shall have forgotten me—as it surely

ermental aid as the Home itself furnishes. 
Most of the pensioners at the Home are exempt 
from the biennial examination on account of 
the permanency of their disability. Nature does 
not reproduce a leg nor an arm which has once 
been shattered and destroyed, so that an exam- 
ination with reference to the improvement of 
one who has suffered such a mishap would be 
only a waste of time. Thereare many of those 
whose examination is required who are per- 
manently disabled and in many instances the 
disability is equivalent to the loss of a limb, 
but they are placed on the same footing with 
all others who are not specifically exempt, and 
must report to a Pension Surgeon once in two 
ears. 

Of the eighty cases‘examined by the Board 
last week, more than nine tenths were pension- 
ed for wounds, and some of them afforded re- 
markable examples of how a person can be lac- 
erated and torn and shattered with shot and 
shell and yet recover. Some of them were 
wounded through the thigh and the muscles 
were so lacerated and the vessels so obliterated 
that the source of nutrition was cut off, and 
the whole limb become atrophied and shriveled 
and reduced to simply bone and tendon and 
skin. The same is true in the case of many 
arms. Of course such a limb becomes not on- 
ly useless but an encumbrance, and the owner 
would be better off without it. In some cases 
the femur or thigh bone had been broken off 
and the strong muscles of the thigh had so con- 
tracted before the fracture could be reduced, 
that it was found impossible to reduce it, and 
the bones still remain out of place. The re- 
sult is‘ shortening of the limb, some three 
inches more or less, and of course it can sus- 
tain but little weight. We noticed one singu- 
lar instance where the pensioner had been 
wounded in both shoulders at the same time, 
ths two bullets striking the head of the Aumeri 
or bones of the arm at the same instant and 
passing downward came out from the back.

Mr.Whitman 
visited Woodstock in March, 1800, accompan- 
ied by Thomas Joycelin, a surveyor of land, 
and run outa tract of land for a homestead, 
and i» June he went there again and felled an 
opening. At that time there were only four 
families living in town viz: Solomon Bryant, 
Christopher and Samuel his brothers, and Lu- 
ther Briggs who had married a sister of the 
Bryants. Mr. Whitman selected a tract of 
land which lies next below Abel Bacon’s land, 
on the east side of the old county road. We 
believe the same land is now owned by Mr. 
Whitman’s youngest son, Elon G. Whitman. 

Early in the spring of 1801 Mr. Whitman 
with his young wife moved into the wilderness 
and erected him a cabin on the lot he had se- 
lected, and burning his felled trees he planted 
a field of corn. Having put in his crops, he, 
with his wife went to Buckfield on a visit, and 
during his absence the fires raged in the woods 
and swept through his little clearing, destroy- 
ing the young corn and burning the little cabin 
with all its contents. When they returned, 
they found their home gone and the spring’s 
labor lost. But houses were easily built in 
those primitive days and another shelter speed- 
ily replaced the one which was burned. He 
also replanted his burnt land and raised a good 
crop of corn. He subsequently built a frame 
house on the opposite side of the road where 
he lived for more than half a century. 

In 1801 the trustees of Dummer Academy 
had sold their grant to Michael Little of Minot 
and the town was immediately surveyed 
by Alexander Greenwood of Hebron. In the 
same year Mr. Whitman purchased of Mr. Lit- 
tle lots No. 24, 58 and 64, which included his 
clearing and other improvements. He reared 
a large family, most of whom still 1eside in 
Woodstock.
